We'have introduced a number of ordinances to compel the street car 
company to give efficient and decent service. But so far there has been 
very little accomplished in that respect. 

The street car aervice it as irregular and inaufficient as ever. The inde¬ 
cent over-crowding of cars is still going on. The police would not stand 
for over-crowdiiig of that kind in any public haU, theater, or church. 
Yet one can often tee a street car stuffed with people almost to suffocating 
and then see a big, stout policeman instead of stopping the nuisance—only 
add to it by trying to squeere in hi* own burly form.

It is much too early to pride ourselves of our success in'Milwaukee. 
Only one thing ia certain. ' I 

The most dangerous part of the situation is that some of our comrades 
teem to forget that we are a SOCIALIST party. 

They not only begin to imitate the ways and the methods of the old 
partiet, but even their reasoning and their thought* are getting to be more 
bourgeois and lest pcoletaritn. To some of these men the bolding of the 
office—whatever the office may be—teems to be the final aim of the Social- 
itt party. These poor ttkkt do not know that there are many Socialitts 
who deplore that the neceaaily of electing and appointing officeholders will 
make it twice as hard to keep the Socialist party pure in this country, | 
in other countries, where the movement is relieved of this duty and danger.
